Directions to Suwanee: From downtown Atlanta (or Hartsfield International Airport) take 
I-85 north to exit 44. Falcons’ complex is to the left and can be seen from the highway. 

Practice: During the regular season, practice will begin at 2:00. Training camp practice 
times will be 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. It is suggested that interviews be arranged from 40 
minutes prior to practice until 10 minutes before the players take the field and 
immediately following the workout. Interviews can be conducted by the practice fields 
behind the dressing room or in the press room on the first floor of the administrative 
building. The lockerroom is closed to the media. Film crews may shoot the first 30 
minutes of practice. 

Weekly Press Conference: A weekly press conference will be held at 4:00 each 
Monday. Coach Dan Henning will review the prior week’s game, the coming opponent, 
and entertain questions from the media. The press conference is held in the conference 
room in the Falcons’ administrative building or just outside the lockerroom adja- 
cent to the practice area, depending on the weather. 

Advancing: The opponents’ public relations representative will arrive Wednesday 
morning and will contact all primary outlets and handle any special requests. 

Credentials: Credentials are allotted to working members of accredited media outlets. 
Because of limited seating, daily newspapers, wire services, local radios and TVs, 
national publications and networks, and primary media of the visiting team will be given 
priority. 

Telephones: Three telephones are available for visiting media. Anyone wanting to have 
his own telephone installed should contact the Falcons’ public relations office for 
location and telephone company contact. 

Press Box: Access is through Gate G. Take a right to the press elevator, then right to the 
press box. The press box is open except during inclement weather when sliding glass 
windows will enclose the major portion of the press box. TV and radio booths remain 
open. 

Parking: Media parking is adjacent to the stadium in the South Lot off Capitol Avenue or 
Georgia Avenue. Parking requests should be made well in advance. 

Will Call: The will call window is located at Gate G. It opens two hours prior to game time.

Rankin M. Smith 
Chairman of the Board 


Rankin M. Smith, 58, was awarded the 
original Atlanta Falcons’ franchise June 30, 
1965. The former president of Life of Georgia 
Insurance Company is now retired from the 
insurance business, but he remains the 
principal owner of the Southeast's first NFL 
franchise. His goals for the club have 
changed little since 1966, its inaugural 
season — bring the City of Atlanta and the 
Southeast a championship football team. 

The Falcons have come close in recent 
years, making the playoffs three times since vis) 
1978. But borderline success has not been | 
sufficient for Smith. For that reason, } 
following the 1982 season, Smith hired Dan 
Henning, then assistant head coach for the 
world champion Washington Redskins, to head the new Falcon fortunes. 

Itis with decisions like this, along with his continual provision of assets, that 
are necessary to assure the organization's success. 

The most visible sign of the Falcons’ commitment to excellence is the Falcon 
Training Complex completed in 1978 and still regarded by many as the finest 
training facility in the National Football League. He has combined first rate 
facilities with quality personnel headed by 1980 NFL Executive of the Year 
Eddie LeBaron, General Manager Tom Braatz, and Henning. 

While Smith's love for the Falcons extends 18 years, his fondness for football 
goes back to his childhood when he played the sport at Bolles Academy in 
Jacksonville, Fla. Any thoughts of playing collegiate football were dashed with 
World War Il when Smith spent the war years as an Air Force combat pilotin 
the Western Pacific, but returned to graduate from the University of Georgia. 

Smith enjoyed a successful business career, rising from a debit agent of the 
Life Insurance Company of Georgia to its presidency, but his first love 
remained football. His dream of becoming a part of the National Football 
orn became a reality when he was awarded the Atlanta franchise for $8.5 
million. 

Today, Smith stays busy with a number of business interests as well as his 
favorite hobby of hunting. Still the Falcons have remained his foremost 
interest although his active role in the organization is not what it once was. 

In addition to his business and sporting interests, Smith has also been most 
lealsored with gifts to Atlanta institutions such as the Atlanta Symphony 

rchestra, Fernbank Science Center, and local colleges. 

Smith is also most proud of his family, which is reflected in the corporate 
name of the Falcons — The Five Smiths, Inc. — honoring his five children: 
Rankin, Jr., 37, President of the Falcons; Mrs. Donald (Carrol Christine) 
Walraven, 35; Mrs. John O. (Dorothy Ann) Knox, 32; Taylor, 31, Corporate 
Secretary of the Falcons, and Nancy Karen Smith, 27. There is also a new 
generation of which Smith is very proud, and that’s his nine grandchildren: 
John O. 13, Bryan 11, Reid 7, Caroline 6, Merlin 6, Ryan 5, Katie 3, Sarah 
Brooks 3, and Virgil 2. Smith is married to the former Charlotte Topping, who 
also has four children: Thomas 25, John 23, James 22, and Leigh 20. 


Rankin M. Smith, Jr. 
President 


Eight years ago, at the age of 29, Rankin 
Smith, Jr. was named president of the Atlanta 
Falcons. Now 37 and one of the youngest 
presidents in the National Football League, 
Smith has played a leading role in the 
development of the franchise. 

The Falcons had never been to the playoffs 
prior to his appointment as president. They 
have been three times since 1978 and a 
contender most every year. Much of the 
credit for that success goes to the 
reorganization of the front office, most 
notably the hiring of Eddie LeBaron as then- 
general manager in 1977. It was Smith's 
recommendation, along with then-director 
of player personnel Tom Braatz, that supplied the list of available candidates 
for that position. 

The Falcons have had several other noteworthy accomplishments in recent 
years since the youthful Smith has assumed presidency. The club has moved 
from the city-county owned Atlanta-Fulton County Stadium to a new year- 
round office and training complex described as perhaps the finest in 
professional football. The club was also one of the first in the league to move 
its entire film operation under the club's umbrella. Its recently renovated 
weight-training facility is second to none in the NFL. 

For Smith, the progress made by the Falcons in recent years is a dream come 
true. He has worked in almost every capacity in the organization since 
beginning as a teenager at the club's inception in 1966. Smith's early football 
experience included playing as well as the administrative side. His playing 
experience came during high school when he played on two state 
championship finalist teams while at Lovett High School. 

“Comparatively speaking, it was not a large playing background,” says 
Smith. “However, ithelped me learn the significance of instilling discipline and 
coaching.” 

Smith attended the University of Georgia where he majored in business. 
Upon graduation he was employed by the Life of Georgia Insurance company. 
For the Falcons, his duties have included directing the program advertising 
sales, assisting in the bookkeeping and finance operation, working in the 
ticket office, and handling team travel. 

“| feel that | know about football and the National Football League after 
spending half of my life in various capacities,” says Smith. 

“Our challenge remains the same as it has always been,” says Smith. “We 
want to bring a championship to Atlanta and the Southeast. Our fans have 
been tremendous over the years.” 

Smith is married to the former Rebecca Robinson and they reside in Atlanta. 
The Smiths are the proud parents of two daughters, Caroline, six-years old, 
and Kathryn, two-years old. 


Eddie LeBaron 


Executive Vice President 
and Chief Operating Officer 


Eddie LeBaron, 54, has played a highly 
instrumental part in the deviopment of the 
Falcons. LeBaron, recognized as one of 
professional sports most astute executives, 
was lured from his Nevada law practice in 
1977 to become the Falcons’ general 
manager. In 1982, he was named vice 
president and chief operating officer of the 
club. 

Prior to LeBaron’s arrival, the club had 
never been to the playoffs and had registered 
only two seasons above .500. !n the last six 
years, the Falcons have been to the playoffs 
three times and have improved their winning 
percentage from .338 before LeBaron’s arrival to 515. The club has also won 
its first divisional title (1980), constructed one of the best training complexes in 
professional football, and reached highs for season ticket sales and 
attendance. Those who have watched LeBaron throughout his career are not 
surprised at the success that led to his selection as the Sporting News Football 
Executive of the Year in 1980. 

A man of diverse interests and talents, his competitive spirit has been a 
major contributor to his success whether it has been as a player, attorney, 
administrator, or scratch golfer and tennis player. It is with this spirit that he 
has impressed onlookers with his ability to get the job done. 

When a 5-7, 160 pound frame scared away most major colleges, LeBaron 
attended College of the Pacific and earned Little All-America honors three 
consecutive years. LeBaron began his college career under the legendary 
Amos Alonzo Stagg and completed it by guiding the Tigers to an unbeaten 
season in 1949. 

He earned his professional opportunity by quarterbacking the College All- 
Stars to an upset victory over the NFL champion Philadelphia Eagles, but 
added a final note to his college career two years ago when he was inducted in 
the Collegiate Football Hall of Fame. 

Upon retirement in 1963, Le Baron had passed for 13,330 yards during an 11- 
year career. Most of those years were spent with the Washington Redskins, 
who honored him as the club's alumnus of the year in 1979. Last year, he was 
named to Washington, D.C.’s Professional Athletic Hall of Fame. He's also 
remembered as the man Tom Landry picked as his first quarterback for the 
expansion Dallas Cowboy franchise in 1960. 

As impressive as his professional career developed, it could have been even 
more noteworthy had he not missed several years in order to serve in the 
Korean Conflict as a U.S. Marine officer. During the Korean Conflict, LeBaron 
was honored on several occasions with medals for bravery. 

While playing football, LeBaron continued to work on his law degree from 
George Washington University and practiced in Dallas while with the 
Cowboys and then opened a practice in Nev., at the conclusion of his career. 
During his 15 years as a lawyer, he always kept a hand in football. 

LeBaron and his wife, Doralee, have three sons, Edward Wayne Ill, 29, 
William 28, and Richard, 17. 


Tom Braatz 
General Manager 


Tom Braatz, 51, became general manager 
of the Falcons two years ago, a promotion 
merited by his success as director of player 
personnel for the club. Now in his 19th year 
with the Falcons, Braatz is recognized as one 
of professional football's finest talent scouts, 
a fact substantiated by the fact that nine 
different Falcons have gone to the Pro Bowl 
in the last three years. 

Braatz’ input and direction of recent 
acquisitions has enabled the Falcons to 
become not only competitive but also a viable 
contender for yearly playoff appearances, a 
feat accomplished three times since 1978. 

In addition to heading the scouting depart- 
ment, Braatz is also actively involved in player contract negotiations and 
personnel moves. Braatz' success, however, along with the Falcons, has not 
been sudden. 

Beginning as a high school player at Kenosha (Wisconsin), Braatz played a 
vital role on his school’s state championship team as a junior and senior. 
Joining Braatz on the team was former Baltimore Colt star Alan Ameche. 

Braatz continued his football career at Marquette University where he 
served as captain of the Warriors as a senior, and played in the North-South 
All-Star game. 

A stint with the U.S. Army interrupted his athletic climb, but Braatz reached 
the rank of lieutenant with the same productiveness that would eventually aid 
his rise in professional football. 

In 1957, Braatz began his professional football career as a member of the 
Washington Redskins and remained in the nation’s capital until 1960 when he 
went to the expansion Dallas Cowboys. At both stops, Braatz was a teammate 
of current Falcon Vice President Eddie LeBaron, and recommended LeBaron 
to Falcon owner Rankin Smith in 1977. 

Upon retirement in 1961 Braatz left professional football to work for the 
Ithaca (N.Y.) Gun Co., but soon returned to football as a college talent scout. 
In 1965, he joined the Falcons as one of the club's area scouts and in 1969 was 
named Director of Player Personnel. 

Braatz ably served as the club’s player personnel leader throughout the 
1970's, but came to the forefront in the latter part of the decade after the arrival 
of LeBaron. 

“| think Tom has proven over the years that he is a knowledgeable football 
man, and has earned the respect of people throughout the NFL,” said Falcon 
owner Rankin Smith upon promoting Braatz. 

With his responsibilities broadened, Braatz will continue to add to that 
reputation in the 80s. 

Tom and his wife, Jeri, have two sons, Tommy, 22, and Jon, 18. 


Dan Henning 
Head Coach 


Despite his club’s 7-9 record, Dan 
Henning’s first year as head coach of the 
Atlanta Falcons was a successful one in many 
areas. First, the club did establish 51 team 
and individual records. Second, through 
the development of young talent, the team improved from a 2-5 start to a 5-4 
finish. Third, and perhaps most importantly, he established a feeling of 
comraderie among his players and coaches that will hopefully provide the 
chemistry for future success. 

Henning, 42, became the Atlanta Falcons’ sixth head coach Feb. 1, 1983. He 
had been the assistant head coach for the Washington Redskins, who had just 
won a world championship. He was known as an innovator, a teacher. During 
his two-year tenure with Joe Gibbs’ in Washington, he helped develop a team 
that was a 6-10 also-ran before the new regime arrived to a Super Bowl 
champion. 

But Henning’s reputation goes back further than just those two years in 
Washington. His stops prior to that included two years at Miami and three 
years with the New York Jets as quarterbacks and receivers coach. His 
influence at those stops was still evident when both those teams, as well as the 
Redskins, made it to the Final Four of the Super Bowl Tournament, following 
1982. 

Henning's other pro stop came in 1972 when he coached quarterbacks and 
receivers under Bill Peterson for the Houston Oilers. The association with 
Peterson goes back further than '72, however. Henning coached quarterbacks 
and receivers from 1968-70 at Florida State when Peterson coached the 
Seminoles. In 1971, he went to Virginia Tech as offensive coordinator before 
departing for the Oilers in '72. He returned to Tech a year later, however, 
resuming his coordinator duties. In '74 he was back at Florida State again 
coaching quarterbacks and receivers. He was in private business when New 
York Jets’ head coach, Lou Holtz, called to offer him an assistants’ position in 
1976. The acceptance of that offer has led to a prosperous road for Henning. 

A native of Bronx, N.Y. where he was born June 21, 1942, Henning played 
collegiately at William & Mary from 1960-63. He had graduated from St. 
Francis Prep in Brooklyn where he was an all-league and all-city player. 

He became a standout for William and Mary also, finishing his senior year as 
the 14th most prolific passer in the nation behind such notable players as 
Roger Staubach, George Mira, Craig Morton, and Jerry Rhome. He played two 
years in the Continental Football League, 1965 and 1967, with the Norfolk 
Neptunes and a year with the San Diego Chargers (1966) before embarking on 
his coaching career. 

He and his wife, Sandy, have three daughters, Mary K. (10/31/61); Patty 
(11/13/62); Terry (7/6/68); and two sons, Danny (6/22/65) and Mike (1/30/73). 


Crosby Dostal Fritsch 


Steve Crosby — Running Backs & Quarterbacks 


Crosby, 34 (7/3/50), in his second season brings to Atlanta a diverse coaching and 
playing background. A 1972 graduate of Fort Hays (Kan.) State from where he also holds 
a master’s in athletic administration, Crosby entered the NFL as the 17th round pick of the 
New York Giants in 1974. His senior year at Fort Hays, he rushed for 1,024 yards in 179 
carries (5.7 per carry) and an average of 128 yards per game. He was an all-conference 
pick three years and a two-time all-district and NAIA All-American. After three years with 
the Giants (1974-76), he joined the Miami Dolphins as ascout from 1977-78 and spent the 
last four years (1979-82) working with special teams, linebackers, and player personnel 
for the Dolphins. During his tenure with Miami, the Dolphins’ special teams were 
considered among the finest in the NFL. A native of Great Bend, Ind., he has ason Bradley 
(10/19/70). 


George Dostal — Strength & Conditioning 


Dostal, 49 (10/25/34), who joined the Falcons in '83, spent seven years at Clemson 
University where he was highly instrumental in developing one of the nation's finest 
collegiate strength programs and obtaining one of the country's top weight facilities. In 
1982, he was named National Strength and Conditioning Coach of the Year by the 
National Strength Coaches Association and a year earlier, he was named District 2 
Strength Coach of the Year. Dostal’s accomplishments have been credited with guiding 
Clemson's total sports program to its ranking among the nation's Top Five three times 
from 1979-83. A native of Cleveland, O., Dostal graduated from Kent State where he holds 
a bachelor's and master's degree in education. At Kent State, he earned 12 letters in 
football, baseball, track, and swimming and made All-MAC in three sports. He has also 
served as a Naval intelligence officer and UDT specialist. He and his wife, Mary Anne, 
have four sons: Steve (7/3/56), Stan (7/6/57), T.D. (5/1/69), and Jay (8/6/71). 


Ted Fritsch — Special Teams 


Fritsch, 34 (8/26/50), begins his second year with the Falcons following a distinguished 
playing career that spanned eight years. A graduate of St. Norbert College in Wisconsin, 
Fritsch began his career in 1972 as a free agent with the Atlanta Falcons. He was a three- 
sport standout at St. Norbert in hockey, baseball, and football. During his four-year stay 
(1972-75) with the Falcons, he played behind veteran center Jeff Van Note and handled all 
snaps on special teams. He was traded to the Washington Redskins in 1976 and played 
with them through the 1979 season. Fritsch captained the special teams for both clubs. 
Most recently, he had been vice president and general manager of Sports Life, a local 
recreation and fitness center. His father, Ted, Sr., was an All-Pro fullback for the Green 
Bay Packers (1942-51) and led the NFL in scoring in 1946. Fritsch is married to the former 
Roberta Jane Stackhouse of Auburn, Ind. They have a son, Zachery Taylor (3/23/84) and 
two daughters, Angela Jane (9/6/80) and Lauren Ashley (9/18/82). 
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Harrison Jackson 


Bob Fry — Offensive Coordinator & Offensive Line 


Fry, 53 (11/11/30), in his second year, came to the Atlanta Falcons with a wealth of NFL 
experience. He played 12 years and has spent the last 18 years coaching in the league, 
which means he begins his 31st year in the NFL this season. He spent nine seasons ('74- 
'82) with the New York Jets where he developed one of the league's most respected 
offensive fronts. He coached the offensive line for the Pittsburgh Steelers from 1969-73. In 
1972, that club established a team rushing record thanks to the efforts of Fry's offensive 
line. He began his coaching career with the Atlanta Falcons under Norb Hecker, serving 
as a scout in 1965 and coaching the offensive line from 1966-68. A graduate of Kentucky, 
he played offensive tackle for the Rams from 1953-60 and for Dallas from 1960-64, He and 
his wife, Yvonne have three daughters: Alicia (11/13/60), Deanne (6/28/63), and Monica 
(10/1/66) and three sons: Brian (9/23/59), Erick (1/31/69), and Matthew (1 0/25/70). 


Bob Harrison — Receivers 


Harrison, 42 (9/9/41), begins his second year with the Falcons after serving six years as 
receiver coach at the University of Tennessee under Johnny Majors. He also handled the 
Volunteers’ kicking game during the 1982 season. Harrison is given much credit for the 
development of All-America wide receiver Willie Gault. A native of Cleveland, O., Harrison 
graduated from Kent State in 1964. At Kent State he captained the team and was named 
All-MAC as a receiver. He began his coaching career at Cleveland's John Adams High 
School where he spent four years (1964-68), the last season as head coach. In 1 969, he 
was named defensive line coach at Kent State. In 1971 he moved to lowaas receiver coach 
for three seasons. He coached receivers at Cornell in 1974 and N.C. State from 1975-76 
before moving to Tennessee. He and his wife, Anna Marie have two daughters: Lorraine 
(6/11/65) and Barbara (7/19/66). 


Bobby Jackson — Linebackers 


Jackson, 44 (2/16/40), like Harrison came to the Falcons from the University of Tennessee 
where he spent six years. He came to UT as running back coach but in 1980 was switched 
to defensive coordinator and linebacker coach. Jackson, a native of Forsyth, Ga., began 
his college football career at South Georgia Junior College before transferring to Howard 
(now Samford) where he was a two-time Little All-America running back. Following 
graduation in 1963, he served as an assistant football coach at Birmingham's Shades 
Valley H.S. for two years (1963-64). From 1965-69 he coached linebackers and defensive 
ends at Florida State where he coached with Henning. From 1970-74, he was Kansas 
State’s linebacker coach and defensive coordinator, and from 1975-76, he held those 
same responsibilities at Louisville. He and his wife, Nancy have two sons: Jeff ( 12/28/66) 
and Ken (4/10/69). 
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Marshall Puetz Sekanovich 


John Marshall — Defensive Coordinator 

Marshall, 38 (10/2/45), is one of the keenest young defensive minds in professional 
football. He came to Atlanta after three years with the resurgent Green Bay Packers where 
he coached linebackers two seasons and special teams in 1980. The Packers’ linebacking 
crew developed into one of the top young linebacking corps in the NFL under Marshall's 
guidance and development. Prior to his arrival at Green Bay, Marshall had developed an 
outstanding reputation among the college ranks, coaching three years at Southern Cal 
(1977-79) and eight years at Oregon. At USC, he coached linebackers and saw the 
Trojans win a national championship and two Rose Bowls. At Oregon, he was head 
freshman coach from 1969-71 and offensive line coach from 1972-76. He began as a 
player at Washington State but a neck injury his freshman year cut short his playing 
career. He spent the next year at Hancock Junior College where he worked under John 
Madden then transferred to Oregon. He and his wife, Becky, have two daughters: Sarah 
(2/13/74) and Meg (8/13/76). 


Garry Puetz — H-Backs 

Puetz, 32 (3/14/52), begins his second year with the Falcons after a 10-year NFL playing 
career. A 1973 graduate of Valparaiso University, Puetz was chosen in the 12th round of 
the 1973 draft by the New York Jets. He played with New York into the 1978 season when 
he went with Tampa Bay. He played briefly with the Philadelphia Eagles in 1979 before 
being signed by the New England Patriots. The Washington Redskins picked him up as a 
utility lineman prior to the 1982 season, which ended in a Super Bowl championship. 
Puetz’ diverse and versatile background within the NFL was a primary reason Henning 
and offensive coordinator Bob Fry called upon his services. He spent last season as 
assistant offensive line coach but was placed in charge of the H-backs during the off- 
season.

The Falcons are now in their sixth year at the Falcon Training Complex, 
which was completed in August of 1978. The Complex is the year-round home 
of the Falcon players, coaches and administrative personnel. 

The 28,000 square-foot building is located in Suwanee, Ga., and includes 
three practice fields, locker room facilities, a newly renovated weight room, 
players lounge, press working room, player meeting rooms, and all 
administrative offices. 

Construction on the facility began April3, 1978 and was completed less than 
five months later. Prior to completion of the Falcon complex, the club trained 
at Furman University in Greenville, S.C., and practiced at Atlanta Fulton 
County Stadium where the administrative offices were housed. 

Adjacent to the practice facility is the Falcon Inn and Conference Center, 
where the players are housed during training camp. Also on the facility 
grounds is the Complex, a public health club and racquetball club that is 
available for player use. 

In order to reach the Falcon Training Complex from Downtown Atlanta or 
Hartsfield Airport, simply take I-85 north to Exit 44. The Falcon Complex is 
located to the left of the Interstate and may be seen from the highway.

Mutual also 
selects various games throughout the 
season to broadcast nationally, and Zi 
several times during the season, the Nessler Holman 
Falcons are heard world-wide over the Armed Forces Radio Network. 

Brad Nessler, 28, does the:play-by-play while Steve Holman, 30, provides 
color commentary. Nessler begins his third year as the voice of the Falcons, 
while Holman begins his fifth season as part of the Falcons’ broadcast. 
Nessler, a native of Minnesota, came to WGST from KEEZ in Mankato. 
Hoiman, originally from Massachusetts, was named sports director at WGST 
in 1980 after three years at WEEI in Boston. Nessler and Holman were recently 
recOgnized as the top play-by-play team in Georgia by both AP and UPI.
